A Toronto court has awarded $3000 damages against a 
Toronto hospital for injuries incurred by a patient improperly 
and imprudently operated upon. 

The court held that before doctors perform an operation, 
it was their duty to inform the pajjent of \the gravity and 


danger of an operation. 


It is just about time that public protectors were putting 
the brakes on the medical orgy of grabbing and snatching 
people from their homes and rushing them off to hospitals 
for unnecessary operations. Instead of frightening patients 
as to the danger of death from their alleged ailments, medi- 
cal doctors should frighten people about the danger of death 
and injury from operations. Most cases now operated upon 
can be.cured with a little old-time common sense treatment, 
plus a little modern‘advice on diet and drainage. 

Instead of small, inexpensive hospitals being run to take 
care of accidents and fractures and a few cases of surgery, 
and for the distribution of diet and health information, our 
hospitals have become big costly business institutions run at 
public expense as conveniences for unnecessary medical oper- 


ations. 


Last year the Vancouver General Hospital cost Vancouver 
citizens a total of over one million dollars. In grants and de- 


ficits the government and the 


on for the greater part of this amount. 

An instance of how far our hospitals have become big busi- 
ness institutions for the convenience of medical operators, 
and how far they have gotten away from health and the relief 
of human suffering can be seen from a case reported to this 


paper on Tuesday, May 12. 


As reported, a little four-year-old girl got her hand jammed 
in a motor door; the finger-ends crushed. The child was rush- 
ed into the emergency ward of the hospital; the hospital doc- 
tor was called. He looked at the crushed fingers, made some 
inquiries from the parents, and finding that they had a fami- 
ly doctor, insisted that their doctor must fix up the hand. 

To locate the family doctor and get him to the hospital took 
one hour and a half, and:during that time the attention that 
the suffering little girl received was a mere swabbing of the _ 


bleeding fingers by a nurse. 


Imagine the feelings.of a taxpaying father and mother 
having to see their child suffer and submit to such medical 


humbug. 


What are our hospitals for? Are they run for the relief of 
suffering? Or are they run for the convenience of an orthodox 
medical cult that is fifty years behind the times in its know- 
ledge and application of common sense ideas on health? 

Cannot the medical men themselves see that this gigantic 
hospital business, for the most part to accommodate unneces- 
sary surgical operations, must stop; that once people submit to 
these operations, they come out of the hospital as often dead 
as alive; and that if they do come out alive their bodies have 


been so shocked and wrecked 
same? 


What an outrage most surgical operations are against Na- 
ture and Nature’s laws, and against natural living! Is this 
Toronto court decision not a warning to orthodox medicine 
and its unnecessary operations, of the trend of public feeling? 
Should not our hospitals, maintained as they are by public 
funds, have a nature doctor or some lay inspector consult 
with all patients before medical men are allowed to operate on 


them? 


Orthodox medicine with its black magic serums and unnec- 
essary surgery today controls legislatures and councils to 
such an extent that the public is in open rebellion. 
tle children in schools are taught the medical mumble jumble 
of serums and surgery; instead of being taught simple prin- 


ciples of health. 


If what orthodox medicine was selling the public was 
HEALTH, would that public find it necessary to seek relief 


from our courts? 


What medical men and what hospitals have not learned is 
that the public wants HEALTH and is willing to pay for it. 


What medical universities and 


to first learn how to keep the public healthy. Then doctors 
should find a selling technique that will put their health in- 
formation and their medical services across to people at a pro- 
fit to doctors and a benefit to the public—Vancouver Sun.

SHIP IN ALASKA 
WITHOUT STOPS 


Will Follow in Path of 
Post and Gatty Part 
Of Flight 


VANCOUVER, B. C-—(INS)— 
Nearly 460 miles on their way, 
Reginald Robbins and H. S. Jones 
in their Seattle-Tokyo non stop 
monoplane, “Forthworth,” were 
sighted over Quesnel, B. C., at 
8:45 a. m., today (Pacific Coast 
Time), according -to reports re- 
ceived here. 


SEATTLE, Wash.—(INS) —Hop- 
ing to be the first to span the Pa- 
cific in a non-stop westward flight 
to Japan, Reginald L. Robbins and 
H. S. Jones, Texas fliers, took off 
from the Seattle airport in their 
trim monoplane, the “Fort Worth,” 
at 3:58 a. m., today (Pacific coast 
time). 

More than 5,000 people gathered 
at the airport to cheer the daring 
aviators on their way. 

With perfect weather conditions 
reported all the way across the 
ocean, the fliers turned the nose 
of their ship northward, heading 
for Seward, Alaska. 


Refuel at Fairbanks 

Their course lies across western 
British Columbia to Seward, then 
eastward to Fairbanks, where they 
will be refueled, thence northward 
to Nome where they will again 
take on fuel in the air,.and then 
west and south to Tokyo. 

From Fairbanks to Nome their 
path will be the same as_ that 
traversed a week. ago by Wiley 
Post and Harold Gatty, round-the- 
world fliers. 

From Nome, however, the west 
bound non-stop fliers were expect-

Meanwhile their refueling plane 
made its way to Edmondson, Can., 
and thence by easy stages to Fair- 
banks, arriving late Tuesday. 

Robbins, sun tanned, and Jones, 
freckle faced were cheerful and 
confident as they bade goodbye to 
W. W. Connor state supervisor of 
aeronautics and Dave Logg, man- 
ager of Boeing Field and waved to 
the crowd. 

Their Lockheéd=Vega plane car- 
ried 300 gallons of gasoline for 
their flight to Fairbanks. There 
they planned to take on sufficient 
fuel to carry them to Nome where 
they will take on 419 gallons. With 
an estimated fuel consumption of 
12 gallons per hour, they believed 
this ample for the flight.

LOOPER WORIt 
HITS CABBAGE 
IN THIS AREA 


Mild Weather of the 
Past Winter Partly 
To Blame 


The cabbage crop in this vicinity 
has been considerably damaged this 
year by a worm known as the “Czb- 
bage Looper” it was revealed today. 
The pest, which destroys the outside 
leaves of the plant, has been noticed 
in larger numbers than-ever before. 

The mild weather of the past win- 
ter, which did not freeze the ground 
sufficiently to kill the worms, and 
the warm weather of the pasfweek, 
which caused them to grow excey- 
tionally fast, are said to be respon- 
sible. 

Another pest, the corn ear worm, 
has bobbed up to aid the army ¢é 
worms and grasshoppers in their at- 
tack on Iowa corn fields, according 
to reports received from Dr. C. J. 
Drake, state entomologist at Iowa 
State college. 

The worm tunnels into the stalk 
and destroys the tassel even before 
the tassels are visible. The adult is 
a’ grayish moth. Three generdtions 
@ year are produced at intervals of 
two or three weeks. 

No practical control measure is 
available for large fields. The dam- 
age, however, is most serious in 
sweet corn. In small fields a dust 
of one part of calcium arsenate to 
three parts sulphur may be used on 
the silks or ears. This dust should 
be applied in the morning while the 
dew is still on two or three times a 
week before the worms have start- 
ed boring into the stalks.

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Senator Dill Speaks 
That it is vital to entrenched power that independent broad- 


casters be denied radio privileges, is well illustrated by state-" 


* ments made, during a radio interview, by Senator Clarence 
C. Dill, of Washington, who submitted his views on contrast- 
ing features of American and European radio, The interview 
with the “father of radio law,” has been printed and is an 
interesting document. 

“In Sweden they used the radio 30 minutes for each party 
previous to one election,” the senator said, “but the Com- 
munists secured so much greater response than any other 
party that there has been no political discussion in Sweden 
on the radio since that time.” 

The'picture is not pleasant to contemplate. The radio was 
used by political parties and one of them, opposed to the pow- 
ers-that-be, secured the best results. Now there are no more 
political discussions on the radio. Entrenched power cannot 
afford to permit the use of radio by independent political 
thinkers, 

The people, when they know the truth, are entirely too apt 
to act. 

In this country, however, things are different, the senator 
thinks. “Our broadcasters here aré free from censorship, I 
was determined, when we wrote the law of 1927, that NO 
GOVERNMENT OFFICIALS SHOULD INTERFERE with 


the USE of radio for political discussions and I wrote into the 
statute that provision that prohibits censorship. 

“Thig is just another illustration of how we have made 
radio broadcasters free in this country to serve the people by 
giving them what they want rather than WHAT SOME 
GOVERNMENT OFFICIAL THINKS they should have. Ra- 
dio in the United States should be kept FREE AS THE 
PRESS. so far as CENSORSHIP is concerned.” 

Knowing the senator, as it happens, we cannct help but feel 
he believes his censorship provision, in the radio law, has 
kept radio free. Senator Dill has always appeared to be 
sincere and to believe in free speech but he probably does not 
realize that the most EFFECTIVE CENSORSHIP EVER DE- 
VISED is being exercised by the federal radio*commission, 

Can broadcasters be said to be “free” when they know the 
commission can throw them off the air and virtually confis- 
cate their property by solemnly declaring that something the 
broadcaster has said is not “in the public interest, conven- 
ience or necessity ?” 

The radio law says the commission has no power of cen- 
sorship. The splendid senator from Washington certainly 
never meant that the commission should have any such pow- 
er—~but the commission continues to exercise the power of 
censorship in the mcst.effective way possible, 

It is true that the commission does not say “Thou shalt 
not.” What the commission, in effect, does say is, “If you do, 
we will not renew your license.”” Wherein lies the difference? 

If the commission succeeds in eliminating from the air 
every independent broadcaster who dares to tell the people 
the truth, there will be no source from which the people may 
hear an independent voice. When that day arrives, and only 
such matter is broadcast as the entrenched political hierar- 
chy considers “in the public interest, convenience and neces- 
sity,”’ the people will gradually come to believe they are en- 


joying “free” radio. There will be no way to tell them they 
are mistaken. 

What is the record, so far, under the law which prohibits 
censorship? 

Dr. John Brinkley was denied a license to continue his sta- 
tion, KFKB at Milford, Kansas. Dr. Brinkley was a fearless 


man and loved by so many people in his own state that he- 


missed being governor by only a hair’s breadth. There is 
some intimation that he was really elected, if all votes had 
been counted. 

Next, Norman Baker was denied a license to continue his 
station, K-TNT at Muscatine, Iowa. Norman Baker’s broad- 
casts were fearless. He assailed that which he knew to be 
wrong. His license was refused because he was alleged to 
have made certain statements, none of which were legally 
proved, 

Now, W. K. Henderson, fiery southern broadcaster oper- 
ating station KWKH at Shreveport, Louisiana, is cited for a 
hearing. The commission says he has failed to obey some of 
the hundred or more general orders of that august body. No 
matter what the charge, the reason Henderson is going for 
a “ride” is because he dares tell the people the truth. 

Can Senator Dill believe that his section prohibiting cen- 
sorship is keeping the air free? 

In Sweden, the senator says, “the Commanists secured so 
much greater response than any other party that there has 
been no political discussion in Sweden on the radio since that 
time.” ; 

We do not seriously fear Communism in this country. 
What those who seek to dominate the government fear is 
permitting the people to know the truth. Radio offers the 
only efficient means of getting the truth to the people. 

Entrenched power does not fear newspapers. The big in- 











terests can and do control many of the largest individual pa- 
pers and syndicates. The smaller independent papers do not 
have sufficiently widespread circulation to cause treuble. One 
independent voice, like that of Norman Baker, can do more 
to bring the truth to the people in a one-hour broadcast than 
the greatest newspaper on earth can counter-act with sleep- 
ing-powder propaganda in a month. 

It is obvious, therefore, that radio stations which are own- 
ed and operated by fearless men, who cannot be controlled, 
must be silenced, if every provision of the radio law, includ- 
ing Senator Dill’s pet censorship section. must be ignored and

Medical Fallacies 








“Here was a public health official 
secking to impose a severe legal re- 
striction upon the dairymen doing 
business with a populous city, pre- 
sumptively ‘in protection of the 
health of human beings,’ and he 
could not, upon being questioned, 
answer from his own professional 
knowledge the most elementary 
questions relating to his work. It 
is precisely that kind of thing 
which has resulted in fastening up- 
on the dairy and livestock business 
of the country a harassing system 
that needs a searching investigation 
so as to bring it within the limita- 
tions of asceztained fact and rea- 
son. Doctor Fowler referred his 
questioners to Doctor Schroeder, 
for a quarter of a century superin- 
tendent of the experiment station 
of the United States Bureau of 
Animal Industry. Doctor Schroe- 
der apparently knew*more about 
the problem in its practical as well 
as its scientific aspects than any 
other man in this country. 

“When Doctor Schroeder was 
heard, he made statements directly 
at variance with the mere supposi- 
tions of the public health officer 
who had confidently attested his 
right to speak authoritatively. Ask- 
e@' if bovine tuberculosis could be 
transmitted to a human being, 
Doctor Schroeder would go no 
further than to say that it ‘might’ 
be done.” 

Another argument frequently us- 
ed in favor of the test is that tub- 
ercle bacilli may be transmitted to 
human beings through the medium 
of butter or cheese made from milk 
from tubercular infected cows. 

A test reported in the Journal 
of the AMA (Dec. 30, 1931—Vol. 95, 
No. 23, p. 1783) proves the fallacy 
of the assertion that tuberculosis 
may be transmitted in this manner. 
The article is entitled the “Occur- 
rence of Tubercle Bacilli in Swiss 
Cheese” and gives the results ‘of 
bacteriological examinations of 111 
Rieces of cheese made from milk in 
which large quantities of tubercle 
bacilli had been placed as a test. 
This experiment was conducted at 
the bactériologic institute in Bern. 

“Cheese was made from milk into 
which cultures of tubercle bacilli 
had been introduced. In this ex- 
periment it was found that the 
bacilli were present only a com- 
paratively short time. They died 
during the storage. They were not 
found later than the fortieth day 
despite the fact that the milk had 
been contaminated with a unusual- 
4y large number of bacilli. Tit 
authors point out that Swiss cheese 
is usually not brought to market 
until it is from three to four 
months old. 

In the neighboring State of Neb- 
raska, due to the many complaints 
of farmers at the methods employ- 
ed by the testers, Governor Bryan 
made a thorough investigation. As 
a result of this inquiry he is de- 
cidedly opposed to the test as now 
being attempted as well as to the 
methods employed by those who are 
enforcing it against the wishes of 
the farmers. 

Governor Bryan is a friend of the 
farmer. His stand in regard to the 
Tuberculin Test is explained in the 
AVALANCHE of May 1931 as well 
as the reasons for his objection to 
the test as now conducted. He 
stated his attitude in an interview 
to a representative of the Omaha 
Bee-News which is given in this ar- 
ticle below:— 

“Bryan Fights Cattle Tests 

“Lincoln, April 18—(AP)—Gov- 
ernor Bryan charged in a statement 
Saturday night that ‘misrepresent- 
ation, fraud and forgery’ were used 
to secure petitions in several coun- 
ties for the purpose of authorizing 
bovine tuberculosis tests. 

“If the farmers have been im- 
posed upon, and if the majority of 
them are opposed to permitting the 


testing of cattle under the tuber- 
culosis testing law, the state of 
Nebraska will not be a party to this 
deception and fraud during my ad- 
ministration. 

“My reports indicate that it will 
be possible to secure a legal peti- 
tion in Nebraska to continue the 
testing, and if so no appropriation 
of $250,000 or any other sum will 
be needed for this purpose.” 

“In his biennial budget message, 
Governor Bryan eliminated any 
item for tuberculosis testing. Re- 
publican committeemen in the leg- 
islature recommended that an item 
be reinserted in the appropriation 
bill, The measure is still in com- 
mittee. 

“Governor Bryan listed objec- 
tions by the farmers to authorizing 
the testing as follows: 

1. That it cannot be shown that 
a human being can be inoculated by 
a tuberculosis germ from cattle. 

2. That the testing in Nebraska 
cannot be classed as a health mea- 
sure because 92 per cent of the 
condemned cattle are afterwards 
sold as food. 

3. That many of the condemned 
cattle are found to be free from 
disease. 

““Tt should be borne in mind 
there are only three groups of spe- 
cially interested parties that have 
been lobbying in favor of this test- 
ing law and have been forcing it on 
the farmers of Nebraska through 
Irisrepresentation,’ the Governor 
asserted,” 

“These interests are: 

1. The veterinarians (who are 
livestock doctors) whose almost en- 
tire membership is on the State’s 
payroll engaged in testing. 

The packers who are permit- 
ted to buy the condemned cattle. 

3. Some of those engaged in 
handling registered livestock who 
get their health certificates- free 
when otherwise they would have to 
pay their own veterinarians the 
same as those handling registered 
hogs and horses.” 

“The farmers of Nebraska have 
@ right to protest the fraudulent 
manner in which it appears that a 
group of men whocare not licensed 
to prescribe for human beings are 
attempting to dictate how the 
health of the people of Nebraska is 
to be preserved, regardless of the 
opinion of the American Medical 
Association or the family doctors in 
Nebraska. I hope that the mem- 
bers of the legislature will make a 
further investigation before voting 
any further appropriation on to the 
taxpayers for the financial benefit 
@ very small per cent of the peo- 
ple. 

“Under the Nebraska law for bo- 
vine tuberculosis tésts, which has 
been in effect several years, it is 
necessary to secure petitions sign- 
ed by 60 per cent of the owners of 
livestocks representing 51 per cent 
of the cattle, before testing may be 
made compulsory.” 

More and more farmers and tat- 
tle owners are awakening to the in- 
jurious effects of tuberculin upon 
their cattle—sterility, drying up, 
absortion, blindness, and so on. As 
the realization downs upon them of 
what they were duped into petition- 
ing for—of what a ruinous price 
they are paying in after-effects, 
their hatred of the system and its 
emissaries becomes audible. They 
regard this forcible tuberculin test- 
ing as an invasion of their most 
fundamental and cherished rights, 
and, conservative and slow and dis- 
organized as they are, they are be- 
ginning to stir. There is a growing 
resentment against the ignorant 
and careless politicians in public 
office who let the law be slipped in- 
to the stature-books at the behest 
of the medical politicians.

If there is a well established fact 
n medicine, I hold it is the fact that 
surgery, X-ray and radium — the 
latter two are believed by some 
doctors to be capable of producing 
the very same diseases they are 
supposed to be curing—have proven 
their utter failure in the treatment 
of cancers. 

In 40 years by medical practice, I 
fail to recall a single case of breast 
cancer that was cured by surgery, 
X-ray or radium. But I have seen 
two cases of breast cancer, one case, 
@ cancer in both breasts cured by 
other means. The double case is 
still free from any trouble after 12 
years. Also, I fail upon inquiry 
among other doctors or laymen to 
find any one who has seen a case 
of breast cancer that did not have 


a recurrence in less than two years, 
if treated by surgery or X-ray, or 
radium, 

I would suggest that you make it 
a point to find a cured case, in your 
redio talks, I mean cured by surgery, 
etc. Have any one who knows of a 
case that has stayed, well for, say 
2 to 3 years after operation to re- 
port to you. 

My idea is that cancer statistics 
should be gathered, for say the last 
25 or 30 years, in some of the prin- 
cipal countries of the world, and 
compared with the statistics since 
the operation craze, which would 
surely prove that in place of im- 
provement the situation is much 
worse. 

Guy’s hospital (London) has chos- 
en that in a large number of cures 
of breast cancer the length of life 
is slightly greater in cures. Not 
operated, from 1 to 2 months long- 
er in none operation cases. 

The big boys (AMA) remind me 
of a fellow, who in handing a check 
to a creditor said: “Take this 
check to the bank and if it proves 
no good, I will’give you another one 
just like this one.” 

, They say to the sufferer from 
cancer: If the knife fails, come back 
and, in case you have any money 
left, we will use the X-ray and if 
you still have some money left we 
will use radium after the X-ray has 
failed. 

It might not be amiss to state 
that I have been waging a war along 
these lines for the last 40 years, 
also against those rotten asylumns. 

I helieve it would do a lot of good 
to get these facts before the pub- 
lic, as it would cause a discussion 
of same and might soon get some 
people to think which I believe is 
one of the hardest, if not the hard- 
est, thing to do. 

What do you think of this idea?

Many scientists have made state- 
ments or expressed opinions that 
sodium aluminum sulphate, or 
alum, is a powerful poison. It is 
sufficiently so to cause death if tak- 
en by mouth. It has been stated 
in a case by Dr. Harry Gideon Wells, 
pathologist of the University of 
Chicago, that there are cases on 
record in the literature of death 
following the taking of one ounce 
or approximately 30 grams of the 
drug. It may be of interest to the 
reader to know what is the opinion 
of oné of the nation’s most promin- 
ent medical authorities regarding 
alum as a poison to the human ana- 
tomy.

NEW YORK—(INS) — Some in-

The winner of the Sharkey-Walk- 
er battle at Ebbets Field has been 
suggested as an opponent for 
Schmeling. 

Jefferson Davis Dickson, Europe’s 
foremost boxing promoter, tossed 
his hat and a reported $250,000 bid 
into the muddled heavyweight sit- 
uation. 

In cablegrams to Jacobs and See, 
Dickson became a competitor of the 
Garden for a championship match 
between Schmeling and Carnera. 

Dickson offered to guarantee a 
purse of $250,000, which the fight- 
ers could divide any way they saw 
fit, with the privilege of -75 per cent 
of the receipts. He wants to stage 
the match at Stade Colombes, Paris, 
on Sept. 17, but also has the White 
City stadium, near London, and a 
Berlin site available.
